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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments received on 10/1/2007 
have been carefully considered but they are not persuasive because the teaching of the cited references as set forth in the previous final 
rejection reads on all the claims. 

In this case, for example, The Applicant argues that the Liu et al. (US 7,032,223) and Cheng et al. (US 6,405,309) do not teach the 
claimed limitation "application specific instruction set processors (ASISPs)". However, The Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant's assertion that the combination of teaching of Liu and Cheng do not teach the claimed invention. Contrary to Applicant's 
assertion, the Examiner is of the opinion that Liu teaches application specific integrated circuits (ASICs) and set of software based 
execution units are comprised of plurality of DSP (digital signal prossor) cores executing a general purpose DSP instruction set (see 
column 7, lines 37-65, Fig. 5, and column 5, lines 61 - column 6, lines 6), regarding the claimed limitation. More specifically, the ASIC is 
combined the a dedicated hardware architecture and a software architectures, and the claimed limitation does not require or limit for the 
ASISP is specific type of device that has a different or specific function. 

Applicant also argues that Liu is directed to a completely different system from the invention. However, although it could be differed the 
system comparing with the present invention within the specification, the claimed limitation does not require or limit for different system 
from present invention.
